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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 7 and 20 objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple depending 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated 
on the merits. 

2. Claims 4, 8-10 and 21 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 4, line 3, "the plain plate" has no antecedent basis. 

In claim 8, line 1, "T" should be changed to -t— in order to be the same the 
symbol t in a relationship in lines 2 and 3; in lines 1 and 2, "a soft magnetic member" 
should be changed to -the soft magnetic member— if it is the soft magnetic member 
defined in claim 1 . There are no antecedent basic for "magnetic core" and "the plain 
plate" in claim 8, line 2. 

In claims 9 and 10, "power" should be changed to -powder-. 

In claim 21 , line 1 , "the casing" has no antecedent basis. Is it dependent to claim 
20? If it is dependent to claim 20, it is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in 
improper form as claim 20. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-3,9, 15, 16, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Endo et a! (US Patent 5,912.622). 

Endo et a! disclose, in figures 1 and 2, an antenna which is used for an RFID 
system, figure 3, comprising a soft magnetic member 16, an antenna coil 18 disposed 
on the surface of the magnetic member in a spiral manner, wherein the soft magnetic 
member is formed by any soft magnetic material such as an amorphous alloy, 
permalloy, electromagnetic soft iron, silicon steel sheet, sendust alloy, Fe-AI alloy, and a 
soft magnetic ferrite, see column 5, lines 25-42, and the soft magnetic material may also 
be a composite material of soft magnetic material flakes, see abstract. 

5. Claims 1 , 2, 4-6, 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Yahata et al (US Patent 6,930.646). 

Yahata et al disclose, in figure 1. a transponder antenna comprising a magnetic 
core 3, an antenna coil 5 wound around the magnetic core, and wherein the magnetic 
core is composed of layered amorphous metallic thin plate or of soft magnetic flakes, 
see abstract.

6. Claims 8, 10-14, 17, 18, and 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
